* 5. The principles in accordance with which recommendations for scholarships will be 
submitted to the Government of India areas follow :— 

(a) In making selections Government will bear in mind the fact that it will be 
necessary for the students to have a competent knowledge of English, or of the 
language of any other country to which they may be sent. 

(t) Government will also be guided by considerations of the capacity and intelligence 
of applicants, and of the practical interest shown by them in the industries 
selected, as also the assurance which they may afford that they will continue 
to devote themselves to the industries selected on their return in India. These 
being matters which cannot be decided by competition, it is to be understood 
that the scholarships are not to be regarded as prizes, for which every one 
has a right to claim an equal opportunity of competing. 

(c) Asa general rule, a scholar, before being nominated, should have received the 
best technical education available in the province in the partioular industry 
which he proposes to study. The standard of this education differs in 
different” industries, and each may be considered on its own merits. Even 
if the standard of technical education in a partioular industry is low, the

‘The value of each 
aces Her 07. nga), Ov Marc Scholarship is Rs, 100 a month, and each is 
907). tenable for a maximum period of three years, 
2. The Director of Public Instruction reserves to himself the right to 
award scholarships only when there are candidates who have high and special 
_gualifications end who appear to be likely to conduct original research with 
success. 

8. Ordinarily one scholarship will be awarded annually to a student 
who proposes to carry on original research in scientific subjects, including such 
iesnidees as natural and physical science, chemistry, mathematical science, etc., 
and another scholarship will similarly be awarded for research in literary 
subjects, including such branches as languages, comparative philology, palmo- 
graphy, epigraphy, philosophy, history, archeology, anthropology, etc. But 
no application for a scholarship for research in a literary subject will be con- 
sidered unless a candidate offers, who not only shows that he has the capacity 
for undertaking the research proposed but also makes it clear by the pro- 
gramme which he submits that he has thought out a definite course of inquiry. 
In the event of no suitable candidate for a literary research scholarship bein 
forthcoming, both the scholarships may be awarded for scientific research, me 
vice ver sd, 

4. In February of each year elections will be made by the Director of 
Public Instruction who will communicate bis nominations to Government. 

5. Election will be made in the first instance for one year only, but a 
scholarship may be renewed from year to year, up to the limit of three years, 
on the Director of Public Instruction being satisfied that the candidate has 
throughout the year vigorously prosecuted original research in the subject 
which he selected. 

6. Each candidate for a scholarship must submit his application,* through 
the head of the institution in which he read last, to the ecase of Public 
Instruction in the month of January in each year, and must produce evidence 
of having passed the M. A. examination of the Calcutta University, or of 
having obtained some other equivalent or higher degree, such as that of 
Loctor in Medicine, or Doctor in Law, or Doctor in Science, or Master in 
Engineering of the Calcutta University, within three years previous to his applica- 
tion. He must state as definitely as possible the subject or part of a subject in 
which he intends, if elected to a scholarship, to carry on his original inyestiga- 
tions. He must also indicate the institution in which he proposes to wt

10. The Director of Public Instruction, however, reserves to himself 
the right of declaring that a scholar has forfeited his scholarship at any time 
during its tenure without giving previous notice. Failure to carry out any 
sie condition or to work to the satisfaction of the Director of Public

11, Scholarship-holders are forbidden to undertake any work, either 
paid or unpaid, except that of original research during their tenure of 
scholarship, and they will be required to devote their whole time to research. 

12. Post-graduate scholars will be under the direct control of the 
Director of Public Instruction in all matters relating to their work, their 
discipline, etc, Their scholarsliip bills will be passed quarterly by him.

Sometimes there is a bend, L, in the steam pipe I leadin 
from eock A to cock B. This has occasionally esca) 
observation when new boilers have been fitted on board ship. 
In most cases this bend arises from the pipe being led in an 
abnormal direction to escape other pipes, beams or fittings 
near the smoke-box. With such a bend the condensed steam 
collects in the pipe and falls to the bottom of the bend, and 
in tine it completely fills the hm from J to K. The steam 
from K down to the level the water in the glass is 
thereby trapped and, as condensation proceeds, | to a 
reduction of pressure in the pipe below that of the boiler 
end an éqtivileat rise of the water in the bend and also in 
the gauge-glass. When the vessel is quiescent the water in 
the pauge-glass increases in height until covk E is opened or 
until the pressure in the boiler isso much in excess of that 
in the lower part of pipe I as to cause the water in the 
bend to be blown into the pan -glass, In either case 
instantaneous change of water ensues, 


In the ordinary course of working the phenomenon 
described above is more or less modified by the presence of 
air in the upper F a of the gauge and by the rise and fall 
of the water in the boiler and gouge glass arising from the 
roliing or pitching motions of the vessel.

Cocks at A and C are not necessary for the testing of 
gauges arranged as shown in Fignres 4and 5. Examiners 
ought, however, to make sure that candidates are aware of 
the impossibility of testing the reliability of the indications 
of water-gauges arranged as in Fj 3 when the cocks A 
‘and O are absent and of the effeet which the choking of cock 
A or O or pipe H or I has on the indications of the test- 
cooks T T T attached to column Y. 

Probably more than half the steamers afloat are fitted 
with water-guages as shown in Figures 3 and 4, and it is 
therefore specially important that engineer candidates should 
thoroughly understand their construction, the principle on 
which they act, and the steps which must be taken to keep 
them in an efficient condition. 

When fitting a gauge-glass into its place it is iall 
im; t that it should not be placed so high as ri aia 
a clearing rod being inserted at G, figures 1, 2, 3, 4 and 5.

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Boiler casualties have resulted from the cocks B and D 

the pan way placed as shown in Figure 6, 
Plate II. In one case of that kind which forms the subject 
of Report No. 208 under the Boiler Explosions Acts, the 
engineer in testing the wa mge omitted to see that’ the 

sin the cocks B and D were clear when the handles 
wore in their proper working position, This effect could easily 
have been discovered if proper attention had been paid to 
the condition of the cocks. A defect of this nature may be 
due to faulty construction originally, or to the handle of the 
cock having been overstrained, and the neck twisted. 
Whether the passages in the plugs are fair and clear can, 
however, be verified in afew minutes. As an illustration, 
the water cock D, Figure 6, Plate 1I, can be verified by 
blowing through E with B shut and then moving the 
handle of D to one side until it is just closed, and then to the 
other side until it is ic just ; the proper working 
position of the handle is about equally distant from each of 
the above positions. The other cooks can be verified in the 
same manner. 


Another serious casualty occurred through the handle of 
the cock A, Fi 8, having been twisted from its original 
position relatively to the orifice of the cock, resulting in the 
cock being shut when apparently open. 


When a water-gauge, that is clear in all its parts, has 
been thoroughly blown through, the water in the glass rises 
above the level at which it formerly stood, immediately the 
drain cock E is closed, but if left undisturbed for a time 
it gradually falls to its former position. The amount of 
rise which occurs on these occasions depends chiefly on the 
temperature of the contents of the boiler and on the length 
of the pipes by which column ¥ is connected top and 
bottom to the boiler, but in cases where the gauge is of thé 
description illustrated in Figures 3, 4 and 5, it amounts in 
high pressure boilers to about 4 inches, while the time cecu- 

dby the water in returning to its former level ranges 
rom 80 to 40 minutes. The cause of this rise is twofold. 
namely (a) the displacement of the comparatively cold water 
in pipe H by hotter and proportionately lighter water from 
the boiler, and (4) a slight condensation of the steam and a 
corresponding fractional reduction of pressure in pipe I. 
The cause of the gradual subsidence of the water in the glass 
to its former level is also of a dual character, namely (a) 
the cooling of the water in pipe H, and (6) the diminution 
in the condensation of steam in pipe I owing to the collec- 
tion therein of air released from the steam condensed. 

These results will, however, be somewhat modified if the 
water in the boiler is of higher density than in pipe H, and 
this will nearly always be the case owing to the condensa- 
tion of the steam in the glass and upper fittings of the 
water-gauge, causing the water in the lower part to be 
fresher than that in the boiler.

room. an opportunity offer, the candidate should be 
permitted, under the guidance of the examiner, to start and 
stop the engine of some vessel which may have her steam 
up.

Tue following translation of an order passed by the Governor of German New Guinea, 
ee the immigration and introduction of non-indigenous natives into the Protectorate 
of German New Guinea. is published for general information :— 


TRANSLATION. 
Order of November 1st, 1908, 


In virtue of section 15, of the Protectorate Law (Reichs-Gesetzblatt, 1900, page 813) 
and of the Imperial Chancellor’s Decree of September 27th, 1903 (Deutaches Kolonialblatt, 
1903, page 509), the following is decreed for the Protectorate of German Now Guinea. 


Secrion 1. 


Non-indigenous natives may ouly immigrate or be introduced into the Protectorate 
of German New Guinea by the ports that are open to foreign trafic, 

Anyone who wishes to introduce such natives under a definite labour contract otherwise 
than by the ports that are open to foreign traffic, must obtain the written permission of 
the registration authorities (Meldebehorde) of the port of entry. 

Ship-mastera must present to the registration authorities of the port of entry a list of 
the non-indigenous natives to be landed there, 


Section 2. 


Every non-indigenous native immigrating into the Protectorate must within 3 days 
after landing report himself to the Authorities of the port and make a statement for purposes 
of identification. Thereupon a certificate will be given to him. 

‘ne authorities may order a medical inspection. 

If a person who is under the obligation to report himself leaves the protectorate or 
changes his domicile within the Protectorate from one district to another, he must announce 
his‘arrival and departure in the same manner. 


Sxcrion 3. 


Whoever in the Protectorate introduces non-indigenous natives under a definite labour 
contract is bound to deliver to the authorities within 3 days from the landing a copy of the 
contract and a list of names in duplicate, If there is no labour contract, one must be drawn 
up before the authorities of the port of landing. 

The obligation of making an announcement to the authorities of the place where the 
work is carried out takes effect in the same manner on the renewal or prolongation of an 
existing arrangement or contract for working. The authorities may order the native to 

r personally aud be medically examined. 

The costs of the examination and reception of needy or sick persons into an institution 
are borne by the employer and not by the official authorities, 

The workmen introduced may only be employed after the facts of their having reported 
themselves and being fit to work have been certified on the second copy of the list of names. 


Sxotion 4. 


The authorities must supervise the arrangements for working and must especially 
examine the lodging, provisioning, medical attendance and w of the workmen. The 
authorities have the right to undertake inspections or to oitees inspections to be made by 
suitable experts or by a committee, and to take steps to remove evils. Should the inspection 
show that the employer is not fulfilling his obligations, he must bear the costs of such 
inspection. « 

< Srcrion 5. » 

On the authorities’ demand the employer is bound on the termination of the labour 
contrect to send the workmen back to the place where they were engaged, or to pay the 
costs of the return, his obligation is cancelled after the space of one youn feet the 
termination of the arrangement. # .

RULES UNDER SECTION 9 OF THE INDIAN PETROLEUM ACT, 1899, FOR 
THE IMPORTATION, POSSESSION AND TRANSPORT OF PETROLEUM IN 
THE PROVINCE OF BENGAL. 


PART I. 
PRELIMINARY. 


Definitions, 1. In these rules,— 

(a) “Part” means a Purt of these rules; 

(4) “certificated petroleum” means petroleum certifled to be non-dangerous petroleum 
by a certificate of such description as the Government of Bengal may, from 
time to time, by written order, prescribe, granted at the port of shipment ; 

(c) “petroleum in bulk” means petroleum in quantities exceeding five hundred 
gallons, contained in any one receptacle ; 

(d) “installation” means a place specially prepared for the storage of petroleum in 
bulk, or for bulk combined with non-bulk storage, and may be either a major 
or a minor installation; . 

(e) “ major installation ’”’ means an installation— 

(1) capable of sr an amount of oil, whether in bulk only or in combined 
bulk and non-bulk storage, exceeding fifty thousand gallons, or 
(2) in which tin-makiug operations are carried on ; 
(f) “minor installation” means an installation— 


(1) capable of containing an amount of oil, whether in bulk only or in combined 
bulk and non-bulk storage, not exceeding fifty thousand gallons, and 
(2) in which no tin-making operations are carried on; 
(g) “storage shed” means a building used for the storage of petroleum otherwise 
than in bulk, and may or may not form part of an installation; 


(Ah) “ protected works” includes buildings in whioh persons dwell or assemble, dooks, 
wharves, timber yards, other petroleum stores, and any other place not 
forming part of an installation, which the Government of Bengal may-by 
notification declare as such ; 

(i) “ testing officer” means the testing officer appointed by the Government of Bengal 
under section 10 of the Act for any port at which petroloum may be imported 
under these rules; ’ 


(j) “motor-vehicle” means a vehicle or vessel propelled by o motor, in which 
petroleum is used as fuel ; 


(k) “owner,” as applied to a motor-vehicle, includes a person who hires, or is other- 
wise entitled for the time being to use or work a motor vehicle ; 


(0° the town of Calcutta” means all within the local limits of the Original 
Civil Jurisdiction ofthe High Oourt of Judicature at Fort William in Bengal ; 


(m) “ the Municipality of,Oalontta” means the municipal limits of Oaloutta as defined 
in the Caloutta Municipal Act, 1899 ; 


(n) “suburbs of Calcutta” means the local area for the time being excluded from 
the general police district of Bongal by notification under section 1 of the 
Caloutta Suburban Police Act, 1566,

medical appointments to provide for the admission of independent ‘practitioners either ‘to the 
new appointments or to some of the posts which are regarded as reserved for members of the 
Indian Medical Service. One- essential’ restriction; however, upon any reditotion of the” 
numbers of thet service is that its'strength ‘mustial bé sufficient to micét® the medical 
requirements of the Indian army. In order that it-may do ‘this offectually ‘it is necessary 
that it should include a large reserve of officers whose services would be available on the 
outbreak of war; and as a measure of economy these reserve officers mustin’ peace time be 
employed on civil duties. It appears, however, from inquiries ‘we have made, that about 
one-third of the officers holding these civil posts could not be spared for military duty even 
in the event of an emergency so griive as to require’a goneral mobilization of the army in 
India. To the extent of about one-third, therefore, the officers in civil employ do not form 
any part of the real war resorve, and there would be no military objections’ to the transfer 
to independent practitioners of the civil appointments held by them. 
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' 8. We have accordingly to consider whother there are objections on other grounds to 
such a transfer, The posts referred to include certain aimninistratirg offices which must 
continue to be held by senior membors of the Indian Medioal Servico. They also inelude 
some of the more important of the civil surgeoncies, superintendentships of lunatic asylums, . 
Department, the Chemical Analysor’s Bicaccrent and the 
oi | Department, a out half tho professorial appointments in the various 
emedioal colleges. With regard to the last mentioned appointments it has been urged that 
large reduction in the number of such posts reserved for members of the Indian Medical 
Service would seriously diminish the attractivencss of that service and produce a deterioration 
in the quality of the candidates. We admit that this argument would have considerable 
force if it were contemplated to deprive the Indian Medioul Service of the full number of 
these appointments at one stroke, but there is nu possibility of qualified candidates being 
forthooming at present for more than a very small proportion of them, and we do not 
anticipate ‘the-exclusion of these few posts will have any appreciable effect upon recruit- 
ment. By the time that a larger number of qualified candidates is forthooming it is probable 
that the number of medical schools and professorial chairs will also have increased, and there 
will, therefore, be no difficulty in retaining for the Indian Medical Service a proportion of 
prize appointments sifficierit to maintain its attractiveness. 

4. The attainment of the object which Your Lordship and ourselves alike have in view. 
depends, then, upon the possibility of finding in this country medical practitioners 
qualified to hold the appointments which could be thrown open to them. there would 
undoubtedly be no diffieulty in securing the services of private practitioners who are 
qualified to fill the less pimportant civil. surgeoncies, but unfortunately these are just the 
appointments in which the war-reserve officers of the Indian Medical Service can most 
suitably be employed, and the transfor of these surgeoncies from that service might, 
therefore, cause some embarrassment and lead to increased expenditure. lor the more 
important appointments of civil surgeon; the bacteriological and other spocial posts, ands 
the professorial ohairs, very few qualified candidates could at present found. It is 
in our opinion. of the ‘highest importance and essential to the growth of a really 
efficient independentmedical profession that the present high character of the instruotion 
given in the Medical Colleges in India should be maintained unimpaired. Any diminution 
of efficiency in that direction would go:far to defeat the object in view, and would most 
certainly retard the more general employment of independent practitioners. Subject, 
however, to this essential condition of efficiency, we are quite willing to appoint such practi- 
tioners, to, professorial posts whenever fully qualified candidates are forthcoming, And 
we shall also be acme i appoint qualified medical gentlemen outside the ranks of the 
Indian Medical Service to other posts which are not required for the employment of the 
war-reserve of Medical officers, 

5, We desire'to impress upon Your Lordship the excellent work which has been and 
is being done by the’ medical schools in “India. The majority of the students who pass 
through those. schovols do already 'take to private practice, and in this way an independent 
medical profession is gradually being created. ‘The general average of attainments of these 
men is not, it is true, equal to fiat of the officers of the Indian Medical Service, but each 
generation of students is better than its predecessors, and provided nothing ie done to lower 
in any. way the standard of instruction given in the Modioal Colleges, there is every reason to 
hope that this progressive improvement will be maintained. — 

6. Your Lordship will observe that in the preceding paragraphs we have considered 
the question. only with reference tothe general medical profession in India. We have done 
80, because we consider that it is am essential condition of the introduction of any scheme 
for the gradual opening of civil medical appointments now reserved for the Indian Medical 
Service to the general medical profession that qualified candidates should be available 

the natives of this country or the domiciled community, The propa of 
glish medical men recruited in England would lead'to serious practical difficulties, as 
these gentlomen would require leave to England in the same way as members of the Indian 
Medical Service, and, if we did not form a leave reserve of men similarly recruited, we 
should find ourselves in an embarrassing position when they were granted leave, Further, 
to recruit medical practitioners in England* and form.a leave reserve would in effect be to 
create a second medical servico, which would doubtless put forward claims to be treated in 
Precisely the same way as the Indian Medical Service, and which would do nothing to 
— the growth of an independent medical profession in this country. If European 
edical officers are required for any particular appointment or class of appointments, they 
can, in our + a ion, most advantageously be supplied by the [ndian Medical Service. 

7. We desire to remark incidentally that we anticipate that difficulties may ariso from 
the appointment of independent medical practitioners to particular posts, such as Qivil 
Surgeoncies, Owing to tho multiplicity of gratuitous services which are demanded of Civil 
Surgeons, it is quite possible that, if private practitioners are appointed, patients entitled to 
such services may not infrequently complain of naglon At present it is comparatively 
easy to deal with such complaints; but when the Civil Surgeon is not a member of a particular 
service, and so liable to transfer, but an independent practitioner permanently resident 
in the station, it will be difficult, if the complaints prove to be well-founded, to provide any 
§ @ remedy short of his’ removal from office, and his Fpemneet either by another 
independent practitioner, if one is available, or by an officer of the Indian Medical Bervioe, 

= 
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These difficulties, however, are ngt, we believe, ineuperable; and oy Srp tend to diminish 
with the inorease in the number of practitioners who are qualifiedto such appointments 
and anxious to obtain them. ‘ ’ 

8. In conclusion, we desire to repeat the considerations which in our opioion must 
govern any advance in the direction indicated in Your Lordship’s despatch, vis —(1) that 
the advance should be very gradual and tentative and in the main, though not exclusively, 
from the bottom; ,2) that it should be made only as mig qualified candidates become 
avoilable in India ; (3) that nothing should be done to lower the efficiency of the medical 
schools and their hospitals ; (4) that a sufficient number of civil gS tar be reserved to 
provide for the economical employment of the war-reserve of the Indian Medical Service ; 
and (5) that, in determining what these appointments should be, the necessity of main- 
taining the attractiveness of the Indian Medical Service should be borne in mind. When 
Your Lordship has placed us in possession of your views upon our proposals, we ghall 

_address Local Goyernments upon the whole subject, and in due course communicate to you 
the result of our further consideration of the points discussed with them.

In connection with Your Excellency’s despatch in the Home tment, No. 20, 
dated 20th August, 1908, 1 have given consideration in Council to uestion whether 
further steps can be taken to promote the growth of an independent medical profession in 
India by iirawing open to the profession in general some of the various civil appointments 
now held by officers of the Indian Medical Service, and other similar appointments which 
may be created in future. _ 

2. I observe with satisfaction that your Government are in acoord with the object I 
have in view. As regards the means to be adopted for attaining that object, I 
conour generally in the principles laid down at the end of your despatch, and shall be 
glad to learn, after you have received and considered the opinions of the Governments, 
what measures you can ose in order to give effect to them. 

8. Since 1899 successive Secretaries of State have drawn attention to the objections to 
indefinite extension of the cadre of the Indian Medical Service for the p of providin 
for miscellaneous saeiimenets for which that service, though it may offer well ualifi 
candidates, is not the only, and may not be the most economioal, source of supply. Notwith- 
standing the necessity for restriction, the cadre of the Indian Medical Service has in recent 

ears continued to increase, and, apart from other objections, its further increase would be 
likely to cause serious difficulties in the matter of recruiting. I have consequently decided 
that the time has now arrived when no further inorease of the civil side of the service can 
be allowed, and when a strong effort should be made to reduce it by gradually extending 
the ase Pag of civil medical practitioners recruited in India. 

4. Your Excellency’s Govérnment will consider what appointments can best be filled 
in this way. If there should be any partioular posts requiring ial qualifications, for 
which suitable persons, whether trained in Indian colleges or holdi opean medical 
degrees, be they European, Eurasian, or Indian, cannot be obtained in India, it will be 
necessary to seok candidates from this country. 

5. When it is found impossitle to obtain a man from outside the Indian Medical 
Service to fill a particular new civil appointment, or one which has not previously been so 
filled, I will not object for the present to that service being drawn upon ; but the vacancy 80 
caused must be filled from outside it, i.c., no appointment must be made in suocession which 
would involve an addition to the cadre of the Indian Medical Service.
